Ultimately measured, victory de- 
pends no more on the gains of the 
battlefield than on the quality of the 
men and women who carry on the 


work of the country after the war. 
The quality of these workers of to- 
morrow depends on the health of the 
children of to-day. 

The Modern Health Crusade, an or- 
ganized movement that has enlisted 
more than 700,000 Amerzcan children, 
is adding strength to eoming workers 
and protecting them from the increas- 
ed disease and neglect which the war 
has brought to the children of Eur- 
ope. It is a system of health educa- 
tion that gaAips the child’s interest 
until health ‘practices become habit- 
ual. Through children, it is educat- 
ing parents and promoting communi- 
ty health. 

Underlying Principles, 

The Modern Health Crusade sup- 
plies the child with a motive for pa- 
tient work in acquiring health habits 
when the abstract advantages of 
health and the usual teaching of phy- 
siology do not call the child to ac- 


tion. ‘Material is educational just in 
so far as it creates an_ interest.” 
With adults the direct motive for 


faithful observance of the laws of 
health is usually ‘insufficient until 
sickness creates a desire for health 
through its absence. With children 
it is all the more essential to supply 
an indirect motive. The Crusade ac- 
complished this by introducing the 
play element into the study and prac- 
tice of hygiene. It transfers some of 
the romance of the medieval crusades 
to a vital quest of present-day chil- 
dren. It holds up to them the chival 
ry of health, the high ideals of 
strength. right living and the protec- 
tion of the weak, It makes an in- 
stant appeal] to the child through its 
titles and badges as well as by giving 
him something to do and honors to 
earn; but throughout, it adheres to 
the laws of habit-formation. It ap- 
plies the approved pedagogical prin- 
ciple of learning health habits by do- 
ing them. 


Results. 

The results of the Modern Health 
Crusade are physical improvement 
and prevention of disease among 
children and their families, moral dis- 
cipline through regular attendance to 
hypienie duties, and the awakening 
of community responsibility. 

The local chapter of Red Cross will 
organize and conduct a Modern health 
crusade locally and no doubt the re- 
sults will well merit the efforts thus 
made in the interest of our children. 


PAYING THE PIPER,

The Turkish 
nationalists are strongly claiming 
Erzerum for themselves.

In placing Paléstine under British 
mandate the council established with. 
in the ancient limits of Holy Land 
what is called “the national home for 
the Jews." 

The terms of the mandate protect 
the national rights of Jewish citizens

tionality, although he is also a citizen 
of the state of Palenstine. The rights 
of Arabs also are protected, there be- 
ing 600,000 in Palestine and 100.00

The Adriatic question will be set- 
tled by the San Reme council in ac- 
cord with President Wilson's note, the 
Italian premier, Francesco Nitti said. 

The settlement arrived at by 
Premier Nitti and Anton Trumbitch, 
the Jugoslay foreign minister, 
vide that the region of Valdosta shall 
for part of the buffer state of Fiume; 
“ara will be made a free city with 
power to appoint diplomatic represen- 
tatives; Italy renounces her claims to 
Dalmatia but acquires a protectcrate 
ever Albania.

Chicago—At & mass meeting Sunday 
representatives of 36,000 railroad 
clerks and freight handlers decided to 
uwait action by the railroad labor 
board on their demands for wage in- 
creases. Although strike action was 
discussed, the men voted to remain at 
werk after their leaders had urged 
them to await the board’s decision. 

John Grunau, head of the Chicago 
Yardsmen’s association, following his 
arraignment with 41 other strike lead- 
ers before United States Commis- 
tioner Mason, said no more meetings 
would be called and no further at- 
tempts made to end the strike. .

NO FUEL RELIEF IN DETROIT 


Edison Company Offictai 
roads Say Power Shortage’ End 
Not Yet In Sight. 


Washington.—Wage demands of the 
railroad switchmen, many of whom re- 
cently went on an “unauthorized” 
strike, were presented to the Railroad 
Labor Board by 8, KE. Heberling, pres- 
ident of the Switchmen’s Union of 
North America, & 

Asking a wage advance of 58 per 
cent, with time and a half tor over- 
time, Sundays and holidays, Mr. 
ileberling said their work was more 
hazardous than that of any other rail- 
road workers and that the percentage 
of deaths and accidents was higher 
than in the coal industry. The aver- 
age industrial life of switchmen, He- 
bering said, is seven years. 

A proposal that the railroads col. 
lect for the board data on the wage 
demands of the employes met with 
sharp objection from brotherhood and 
union officials, who declared that such 
action might delay for months adjust- 
ment of the pending wage controversy. 

W. N. Doak, vice-president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, de- 
clared that if the roads could post- 
pone the settlement for three months 
it could be delayed a year, and that 
each month's delay meant the saving 
of millions of dollars to the roads. 

Forma} notice that their applications 
for a bearing had been denfed was 
given to the representatives of the 
non-recognized St. Louis and Chicago 
yardmen’s associations by the board. 
Spokesmen stated that they would 
leport the result of their efforts to 
their men, but were confident they 
would not return to work. 


Conditions in Detroit. 

Thousands of men out of work and 
many factories limping along with not 
more than half of their power require- 
ments found little cheer in the attitude 
taken at the offices of the Detroit Edi- 
60h company. Basing his view upon 
reports from Toledo and Columbus on 
the movement of coal and upon the 
local situation, Alfred C. Marshall, 
vice-president of the company, said he 
could not make any promises of an in- 
creased power output for the present. 

The roads all of last week went

ADVOCATES AMERICAN LEAGUE 


Uruguay President Urges Need of 
American Nations Solidarity, 


Montevideo.—Formation of a “Amer- 
jean .League” on a@ basis of absolute 
equality between al{ American na- 
tlons for common action against ag- 
gression threatening any one of them 
from outside nations and for arbitra- 
tion of inter-American disputes was 
proposed wy Dr. Baltazar Brum, pres- 
ident of Uruguay, in addresping stu- 
dents of the University of Monte- 
video. 

As a step in the formation of such 
6 jJeague, Dr. Brum declared other 
American countries should make a de- 
claration similar to the Monroe Doc- 
trine, placing them on the same foot- 
ing as the United States for joint ac- 
tion against European aggression and 
to secure the solidarity of the Amer- 
jean continent, .He said the proposed 
league should be formed without pre. 
judice to adherents to the League of 
Nations. 


TAX SLACKERS’ ROUNDUP BEGUN 


Many Fail to Account For Luxury im- 
posts On Sales, Tickets. 

Washington.—Despite the govern. 
Ment's war-time appeal for tax pay- 
Ments ag a patriotic duty, more than 
300,000 firms and individuals failed to 
moake honest returns under the reve- 
nue Jaws in the last two years, the 
bureau of internal revenue announced. 
In a six months’ drive, which ended 
February 1, $19,051,000 in delinquent 
taxeg were collected. 

Of the total delinquents, 131,386 had 
not paid any income taxes and an ad- 
ditional 44,260 did not pay the full 
amount of taxes due. From these two 
sources approximately $11,000,000 was 
collected. 

Discovery wag made also, the report 
said, that 164,590 firms had not turn. 
ed over to the government the entire 
amount of the socalled luxury taxes 
on sales and admissions. 


Chtorine Gas to Combat Influenza. 

St. Louis, Mo,—Chlorine gas may 
ecme into universal use as an influen- 
za preventive, is the opinion of mem- 
bers of the American Chemical socie- 
ty in session here. At a conference of 
the biological section, members said 
Ynittial teste during the recent epidemic 
tended strongly to bear out their the- 
ory, but they agreed that the rapid 
decrease in the number of tnfluenza 
cases did not permit conclusive inves- 
tigations. 

Natlonal “Spud” Boycott, Threat, 

Detroit—Hints of commission men 
that in retaliation for tha present po- 
tato boycott future shipments of

TREASON TRIAL ENDED; 
“EX-PREMIER CONVICTED 


JOSEPH CAILLAUX 


Paris. — Joseph CaiMlaux, former 
premier of France and twice minister 
of finance, was convicted of having 
Placed his personal political ambition 
during the war higher than the inteft 
ests of the country that honored him 
and gave him birth. Caillaux, while 
escaping conviction for high treason, 
was found to have been recklessly im- 
prudent and very close to treasonably 
ambitious, for such is the interpreta- 
tion of the verdict of “guilty of com- 
metce and correspondence with the 
enemy,” which was “rendered against 
him by the’French senate. 


LOITERING ACT HELD ILLEGAL 


Law Favors Men Idie Through Strikes, 
Says Judge. 

Detroit—Judge Dingeman. in a de- 
cision handed-down in Circuit Court, 
declared unconstitutional the state 
Loitering Act of 1917, under which 
hundreds of persons have been sen- 
tenced to fines and !mprisonment, 

The decision came on 8 writ of 
habeas. corpus in the case of a man, 
who was recently sentenced under it 
to 90 days in the House of Correction, 
His attorney asked for the writ on the 
ground that the act was contrary to 
the Fourteenth Amendment of the 
Federal Constitution. 

Judge Dingeman ordered the man 
freed. The phrase of the Constitution 
on which he based his decision says 
that “no state shall. . » deny to 
any person within its jurisdiction the 
equal protection of the laws.” 8 

The act does deny equal protection, 
Judge Dingeman held, through its ex- 
emption of “persons temporarily out 
of work because of strikes or lock- 
outs” from the law’s provisions. Ac- 
cording to the Judge's interpretation, 
& person out of work for these causes 
could be found loitering in any of the 
numerous places mentioned, from 
banks to dope joints, without having 
to "give a satisfactory account of 
themselves,” while a person out of 
work because of general economic dis- 
location of industry would have to gat- 
isfy the authorities conceming his 
presence in the places named. This 
is a denial of equal justice, Judge 
Dingeman held. 


MILK PRICE BACK TO 16 CENTS 


Judge Rules Sec. 4 of Lever Act Void; 
Restrains Prosecutions. 

Detroit—Holding that the provi. 
sions of Section 4 of the Lever act 
are too vague as to what constitutes 
a fair price, and that it is unconstitu- 
tional, Judge Tuttle has issued a re- 
straining order directed to United 
States Attorney John FE, Kinnane, pro- 
hibiting the prosecution of milk deal- 
ers under its provisions. Milk is again 
being sold at 16 cents a quart In De- 
troit, as a result. 

The application for the restraining 
order was filed by Detroit milk deal- 
ers, following the federal fair price 
committee's ruling that 14 cents a 
quart is a fair price. The federal at- 
torney conceded that the fair price 
committee had no legal standing and 
that it had no more power that a vol- 
unteer organization. 

Mr, Kinnane said he would take the 
case to the supreme court in an effort 
to prove the legality of the Lever act. 
The application for the order alleged 
that the act is invalid. . 

Judge Tuttle, in granting the re- 
straining order, sald he did not be 
Heve the fair price committee had any 
power and he believed a legal board 
should be appointed by the govern- 
ment. 


FORMS RIVAL NATION LEAGUE 


D’Annunzio Launches New Revolt 
Against Major Outfit. 


Fiume.—Gabriele D'’Annunzio is 
forming an anti-league of nations con- 
sisting of minority elements in al} 
countries of “oppressed peoples,” 
which will be called “the League of 
Fiume.”

Here, ta celefrate his good fortune, 
jhe instituted festivals in honor of the 
god Brechus, who wus supposed ta 
have helped te make his undertaking 
suceesstul, These festivals consisted 
, of nothing more than riotous revelry, 
interspersed with songs, whieh, after 
(he niimer of the das, were most 
primitive and often coarse. 

Dut the festivals soan beeamne very 
bopular and were hefd perfodiently all 
Pover Greeee. From this beginning, in 
the form of a kind of publie worship 
which was the first entertainment or 
performance known, evolved the the: 
atrical projects of later ages which de- 
veloped into the institution of the 
theater as we know it today.

France,

Poetry In ancient Greece was nc- 
cammpanied by the cithara and the 
Iyre, while the flnte was played by 
both men and women in furnishing 
martial music to the soldiers in time 
of war.
